The Attorney-General, who moved the 
first reading of the Bill, said, inter alia,

| Boney, a portion uf which would-be pre- 
lsented to a war charity'and the rest lent 
to the [imperial Government for the pro- 
gecution of the war, through the medium 


of .war bonds, which would be distribut- | 


ed.as prizes. That class of lottery’ would 
bi excluded from the operation of the 
Common Gaming Fuses Ordinance of 
1888, ' 

The hon. member went on to refer at 
length to the history of lottery legislation 
ut home,..saying that between 1699 and: 
1884 some eleven or twelve Acts were 
paged suppressing lotteries, “declaring 
them to a “common and public 
Duisance.') In the preamble of one of 
those Acts it wus stated that the Act wag 
passed ‘on the ground that the lotteries 
were ‘promoted by certain evil disposed, 
persons. who by means thereof most un- 
justly and. fraudulently got to themselves 
great sutis of money.”: The lotteries were 
also declared. to be ‘ formidable . and 
dangerous rivals” of the State lotteries 
which were” held during that period. 
Those State lotteries "were held for the 
purpose of raising revenue, with which to 
run the. institutions of the country, | 

In 1804 State lotteries were abalished 
hy statue, but the cleven or twelve statutes 
to which he had referred .remained ope- 
vative and were in the statute book and 
in force .at the present day. In - the 
course of time it was discovered thas there 
was one lottery which.ought to be treated 
differently from al} the others, and that 
was a lottery promoted by the Art Union 
or Art Association, the prize in which 
Were paintings, drawings and other works 
of art and the moncy subscribed had to 
he expended in the purchase of those 
works of art. Accordingly, in 1816 an, 
Act was passed Jegalising such’ lotteries, 
the reason given ,being that they were 
‘condurted in good, faith and for the 
«neouragement of the fine arts: Let them 
compare ‘such a lottery with’ the lottery 
wbich be wag now asking them to legalise, 

In the Art. Union lotteries, not one 
“halfpenny went to: charity, but in the 
Straits Settlements lottery, not lesa than 
one-fourth-(and it might be more)’ would 
xo to war charities as'an unconditioned 
gift and the rest would be invested in war 
bonds,, He madz bold to assert that the 
most rabid opponent of lotteries must 
admit that ihe Art Tnion lotteries did 


{not stand on the same ‘plane as those now 


proposed, .If the one had been legalised, 
the other certainly should be. The lottery 
would .give succour and comfort to 
wounded soldiers and sailors who had 
risked and all but lost their lives in their 
effarta to save from destruction the 
Empire and civilisation. Further, {et it 
not be forgotten, it would raise money 
for the sneeessful prosecution of the war.

INTERESTING BUT INEFFECTIVE 
FRIGHTFULNESS. 


HOW "FLAME ‘ATTACKS ARE MADE,

When the German army entered on ity 
palicy of frightfulness there was notice o¢

THE priest axpenrnent 
Throughout 1915 England wis pouring
